i. A barrack: installation in Hirschberg (0 51/G 68), of 

four four-story barracks buildings, one mess building. 

and an uvidentified number of garages and storehouses 

Was on tre east side of the road to Schmiedeberg (0 51 /G 67) 
The ins.ullation, constructed shortly before Worle var IT, 
had beet cecupied by Polish troops since fall 1946. A 
motorized artillery unit was stationed there in late 
‘Januar: 1950. In September 1949, three battertes of four 
guns ecch were observed moving into the installation. (1) 
The 2.3 were 100-mm to 120-mm, with barrels 2 to 24 
meters Long, and wheels with solid tires. They were towed 
by priae mevers without being disassembled, Not more than 
12 guns weze observed. (2) The unit was equipped with 
various types of motor vehicles, all heavily worn, Prime 
movers am trucks were seen carrying officers as well 

as er.isted personnel; only a limited number of passenger 
cars arpeared to be available.

3, These multi-story large brick buildings and two storage 
shreds with ramps were enst of the Hirsenberg frelgnt 
stition, on the railroad line to Breslau. These buildings — 
were completed shortly before the outbreak of World War Il. 
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They seemed to be empty in December Lo4%, (4) The former 
airfield at Birsehbers was east of these buildings, on the 
north side of the railroad line, :

Fy A UB ‘Security Police) district office was Located at 
the corner of ul, l-go Maja, formerly Vilheimstrasse, 
and wi, Stalina, fornerly Warmbrunnerstrasse.

Prior to mid-Pebrouary 1950, a KBW (Internal Seeurity) 
unit of about 300 men was stationed in Schmiedeberg. 
VYne unit provided suard details for the vranium mines 
and other tnstallations cf the uranium mining company. 
Two platoons. of 30 soldiers each were observed moving 
out fer guard duty every noon, Fersonnel of the unit 
said that the unit would comprise 800 men by 1950/1951. (5) 
The wait was billeted in a former manor house on helitaz 
brook, about 1 km northwest of the railroad overpass over 
the road to Dittersbach (0 51/5 77), and commanded by a 
Folish captain whose residence was located on suenstrasse,

The cap bands for both officers 
and enlisted men were blue. The commanding officer of the 
unit wore narrow epaulets with paraliel stripes of silver 
bratd, The unit was arned with subrachine guns with drum 

mazagines and longebarreled Soviet rifles, The troops were 
alse seen carrying machine guns with rather long barrels 
and drum magazines, In cenversations the troopsgwhose morale 
appeared high, stressed thelr devotion to the Conmunist 
rause, They were given political Indoctrination for about 
one hour per day, Letachments of the unit were stationed 
in Dittersbach and Ober-Schniedebere. 


*, he MO (Eilitia) office in Schnaledeberg, with a staff of 
about 25 men, was in a former villa on the east side of 
the road to Hohenviese, about 3cO meters nortneast of 
the Scamiedeherz railroad station, The UB (Security Police) 
office, whose starf wore civilian clothes exclusively, was 
in a forner villa on Breitenbachstragse in Bornhoehe, the 
southvestern sector of Senuniedebers. . 

5, The tbuildings in Schmiedeberg were guarded by the 
tndustrial Edlitia of unidentified strength, who were 
armed with German rifles. The nilitia perscrnel wore brown 
uniforms with field cans without any service color, 
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9, An SP (Labor Service) unit consisting of four compantes, 
each of 150 men, was billeted in the former Weinstein 
Purnisure factory on the cast side of the road to 
Hohenwiese, and were amployed in the construction of 
‘settlements in Bornhoehe, Since the spring of 1949, SP 
personnel have no longer been employed by the uranium 
mining company, as a result of severe political 
aiffevences between SP members and other workers, The 
SP personnel were not only anti-Communist, but also 
dissatisfied with their pay and food. In the summer 
of 1949, personnel of the 1929 and 1930 classes served 
with the SP unit together with some older men whe, 
according te SP members, had been rejected from military 
service on the grounds of political unreliability and 
were allegedly serving their serm of military service 
in the SP, receiving only insignificant arms training. 
SP personnel were yellowlsh-green uniforms, field caps 
with the letters SF in front and a white-red ribbon on 
the side, and wore trianguler whiteered collar patehes. 


10, Sinee the spring of 1946, no Soviet troops have beer 
observed in Sehmiedeberg, Soviet engineers of the uranium 
mining eonpany were billeted in Hohenwiese, where Soviet 
jeeps of the company were frequently seen. 


11. A large ammunition depot, in whieh a violent expicsion 
oceurved in October or November 1945, was located near 
Petersdorf (0 51/G 57). Polish residents said that the 


depot was in operation in February 1950. (6)

meee Comments. . 
(1) A Servman norse-drawn artillery pattalion consisting of 
one signal battery and three gun betteries was stationed 
in this barracks installation, prior to World War If. 
According to the number of batteries observed, 1 is 
estimated that the Polish motcrized artillery in this 
installation comprises one battalion, fhe garages and 
ordnence sheds would not be large enough to shelter the 9 
equipment of a unit larger than a battalion, Since 1947, SX1A 
a mocorized artillery unit has been observed and confirmed 
in this installation. Prior to 1946, 
the 39th Light (Mts ?) arty Kegt or the 10th ing Div was 
stationed in Hirschberg. It was transferred to Striegan 
in late 1948 end has been confirmed there. Hence, if is 
believed that the artillery unit observed in Hirsehberg 
is an independent motorized artillery battalion, possibly 
the 28th, which is subordinate to the Ho 4th HNilitary 
District. 
fo) The caliber and the barrel length are indicative of the 
German truck-drawn model 16 light field howitzer or of 
the Soviet 122mm field howitzer of model 1938, Tne latter, 
however, does not have the solid tires of the model 
13 light field howitzer, 
(2) Probably the former Waldersee haserne, fornerly Jaeger 
Kaserne, which has a billeting eapacity of about two 
companies, The largest barracks ‘netallations in Hirschberg 
are tae former Neumann Kaserne, and the Hubertus haserne on 
the oad to Grunan. Prior to world Var TI, they quarterec 
two fantry battalions, the hesdquarters of an infantry 
regiment, and regimental headquarters units, 
(4) The installation was the German aray vation supply depot. 
Phe buildings are warehouses built for tne storage of 
food supplies. 
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(5) According to press reports, uranium is pelng mined by 


the Soviets in the eastern portion of the Riesengebirge, 
waleh includes Schniedeberg. 

(6) An explosive-filling plant (Sprengstoffuellstell) of - 
the German Army was located at Petersdorf, 
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
